Housing  and  eating  facilities 
have  been  set  up  and  are  ready 
for  the  week’s  activities  and  the 
largest  expected  attendance  of 
any  Leadership  Week.

Housing  Facilities 

Approximately  200  single  wom- 
en have  made  advance  payments 
and  will  be  quartered  in  Heritage 
Halls.  In  Knight  Hall  and  Knight- 
Mangum  Hall  approximately  80 
single  women  and  70  couples  are 
ad- 


vanced reservations. 

Sleeping  units  for  600  single 
persons  and  75  couples  have  been 
set  up  in  several  Heritage  Hall 
units,  Knight-Mangum  Hall  and 
Knight  Hall.  For  couples  who 
bring  small  children  and  for 
those -who  register  late,  housing 
facilities  will  be  provided  in  pri- 
vate homes. 

During  the  past  two  months 
housing  arrangements  have  been 
made  and  reservations  confirmed 
by  Mrs  Gladys  Doughty,  housing 
assistant  in  charge  of  reserva- 
tions, and  other  members  of  the 
Housing  office. 

Eating  Facilities 

The  Smith  cafeteria  will  be  the 
only  cafeteria  open  during  Lead- 
ership Week.  Breakfast  will  be 
served  from  6:30  until  8 a.m.

Displays  Open 
During  Week 

Several  exhibits  for  Leadership 
Week  will  be  set  up  in  the  Heber 
J.  Grant  Library  and  will  be  on 
display  throughout  the  week  dur- 
ing regular  library  hours. 

These  exhibits  will  consist  of 
a microfilm  and  microfilm  card 
display,  diaries  of  early  Utah  and 
Mormon  people,  histories  of  Utah 
counties  and  cities,  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  and  books  for  the 
“Whole  Man.” 

The  microfilm  and  microfilm 
card  display  will  show  the  mod- 
ern cataloging  methods  used  in 
many  libraries  throughout  the 
nation. 

Diaries  of  early  Utah  and  Mor- 
mon people  have  been  collected 
and  will  be  on  display.  Some  of 
these  diaries  are  claimed  to  be 
more  valuable  than  early  his- 
tories of  the  state. 

Many  counties  in  Utah  and 
some  of  the  cities  in  these  coun- 
ties have  histories.  These  his- 
tory books  will  be  on  display 
throughout  the  week. 

In  the  Book  of  Mormon  display 
there  will  be.  sereval  original 
copies,  copies  in  foreign  lan- 
guages, a copy  in  the  Deseret 
alphabet,  and  a copy  in  braille. 

The  books  for  the  “Whole 
Man”  will  be  set  up  on  nine 
tables  and  will  explain  the  vari- 
ous stages  of  the  intelligence  of 
man.

People  from  most  western  states  will  arrive  on  campus  with- 
their  objectives  aimed  at  answering  the  question  set  forth  by  the 
theme.

Guilty  Verdict 
Given  To 
Terrorist  Trio

The  four  flagwaving  Latin- 
Americans  who  shot  up  the 
House  of  Representatives  were 
judged  guilty  last  week. 

The  three  men  were  guilty  on 
counts  of  assault  with  a deadly 
weapon  and  assault  with  intent 
to  kill.  They  can  receive  a maxi- 
mum sentence  of  75  years  in 
prison. 


The  University  of  Chicago  defines  the  educated  man  as,  “The 
man  who  expresses  himself  effectively,  reads  with  insight  and  under- 
standing, thinks  vigorously  and  independently,  sees  particular  issues 
in  their  broader  perspectives,  weighs  choices  carefully,  understands 
people  and  how  they  behave,  enjoys  works  of  art,  and  explores  the 
major  areas  of  human  knowledge.” 

The  leadership  people  have  added  one  more1  requirement  of 
their  own,  that  the  man  believes  in  God  and;  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion. Whether  or  not  this  would  apply  to  the  world  in  general 
is  a matter  of  opinion  but  to  members  of  the  LDS  faith-  it  is 
most  certainly  true. 

Thomas  V.  Smith,  Syracuse  University,  says  that  he  believes  the 
hallmarks  of  an  educated  man  are  curiosity,  imagination,  efficiency, 
piety,  humor,  and  self-sufficiency.  If  this  be  true  then  we  need  not  be 
college  graduates  to  be  educated,  but  on  the  other  hand  a college  edu- 
cation is  a good  way  to  gain  these  necessary  characteristics. 

If  Leadership  Week  accomplishes  its  purpose  then  we  should 
find  out  who  the  educated  man  is,  but  that  will  only  be  the  begin- 
ning. The  .next  thing  to  do  is  fulfill  these  requirements  and  thus 
become  educated. 

CAMPUS  ACTIVITIES 

Summer  quarter  is  in  full  swing  and  contrary  to  popular  belief, 
especially  by  students  who  have  never  attended  summer  school, 
there  is  quite  a number  of  activities  on  campus  to  provide  cultural 
entertainment  and  relaxation. 

It  is  usually  the  opinion  of  students  that  a college  campus  dur- 
ing summer  school  is  quiet  because  of  a lack  of  students.  This  may 
be  true  on  some  campuses,,  but  not  at  Brigham  Young  University. 


Lolita  Lebron,  34-year-old  bru- 
net, was  found  guilty  of  only 
assault  with  a deadly  weapon, 
and  her  maximum  sentence  is 
fifty  years  in  prison.

However,  the  five 
wounded  congressmen  were  not 
convinced  of  this,  and  the  other 
representatives  that  found  shel- 
ter under  the  tables  weren’t 
either. 

How  Lebron’s  lawyer  con- 
vinced the  jury  that  this  Latin 
assassin  was  only  shooting  at  the 
ceiling  is  a mystery  to  me.  Bul- 
lets were  flying  from  four  guns 
and  landing  everywhere,  includ- 
ing in  the  hides  of  five  irate 
congressmen.  The  walls  desks, 
chairs,  and  floor,  as  well  as  the 
ceiling,  showed  bullet  marks.

Perhaps  the 
new  government,  if  it  can  get 
some  support,  can  cure  some  of 
France’s  worst  ills,  one  of  which 
is  the  Indo-China  war. 

France  has  piddled  around  in 
Indo-China  until  the  Communists 
are  strong  enough  to  take  on 
France’s  best  fighting  forces  and 
still  gain  ground.  Under  a strong 
government,  France  could  have 
moved  against  the  Communists 
when  they  first  started  kicking 
up  their  heels  and  wiped  them 
out  in  a matter  of  months. 

If  the  present  government  can 
stay  in  office,  perhaps  France 
will  become  a strong  member  of 
NATO  and  a staunch  supporter 
of  democracy  and  freedom.

It  was  felt,  I suppose,  that 
not  enough  students  were  mak- 
ing the  honor  roll  and  that  if 
the  requirements  were  lowered, 
which  incidentally  would  put 
BYU  on  the  same  average  plane 
as  other  universities,  then  more 
students  would  feel  an  incentive 
to  work  for  a 2.5  average  instead 
of  being  satisfied  with  something 
a little  lower. 

About  Honor 

The  Honor  Code  may  be  a mys- 
tery to  some  of  you  frosh,  but 
ask  any  of  the  upperclassmen 
to  explain  it  and  they  should  be 
able  to  help  you  out.  And  inci- 
dently,  pay  no  attention  to  those 
persons  who  pronounce  the  Hon- 
or Code  a farce. 

To  my  knowledge  they  have 
not  come  up  with  anything  bet- 
ter, and  until  they  do,  we  should 
put  every  effort  forth  to  make

Copernicus  Theory  Exemplified 
In  Recent  Science  Exhibitions

The  earth  revolves  around  the 
sun.  Any  first  grader  knows  that, 
but  this  bit  of  scientific  knowl- 
edge was  not  given  to  the  world 
until  1543. 

Nichalas  Copernicus,  a Polish 
atronomer,  advanced  the  theory 
410  years  ago,  and  it  is  still  the 
basis  of  all  astronomy  study  to- 
day. The  old  Ptolemy  theory  said 
that  the  earth  was  the  center  of 
the  universe,  and  that  the  sun 
revolved  around  the  earth. 

Copernicus  Display 

Brigham  Young  University  re- 
cently featured  a display  on  the 
life  and  works  of  Copernicus  in 
the  Eyring  Science  Center.  This 
display  was  sent  by  the  Polish 
embassy  in  America  in  commem- 
oration of  the  410  anniversary  of 
Copernicus’  death.  Professors 
Wayne  Hales  and  Milton  Mar- 
shall were  handling  the  display. 

Copernicus  did  not  publish  his 
theory  until  the  year  he  died,  and 
the  first  printed  edition  was 
handed  to  him  when  he  lay  on 
his  death  bed.  The  book,  De 
Revolutionibus  Orbium  Coeles- 
tium,  was  written  in  Latin  and 
was  on  exhibit  with  the  posters 
and  pictures  of  his  life. 

The  book  was  banned  by  the 
Catholic  church  and  remained 
banned  for  200  years.  If  he  had 
lived  after  the  book  was  pub- 
lished, Copernicus  probably  would 
have  been  burned  for  heresy.

today.  It  has  explained  many  phe- 
nomena of  the  stars  and  the 
earth  that  the  old  Ptolmaic  the- 
ory could  not.  It  also  established 
the  pattern  for  atoms  valuable 
today  in  atomic  research  and 
theory. 

The  Copernican  theory  was  not 
generally  accepted  until  the  17th 
century.  It  was  first  accepted  in 
Holland  and  France,  and  ama- 
teur astronomist,  Peter  the 
Great  ordered  the  theory  taught 
in  Russian  schools. 

One  of  Copernicus’  most  en- 
thusiasms followers  was  Galileo, 
inventor,  painter  and  genius.  Co- 
pernicus outlined  the  universe 
with  the  planets  in  their  places 
in  rings  about  the  sun  with  a 
wooden  instrument  called  an  as- 
trolabe, used  for  measuring  an- 
gles. After  Galileo  invented  the 
telescope,  he  proved  to  his  satis- 
faction that  the  theory  was  right. 

Burned  for  Theory 

Another  follower,  an  Italian 
named  Bruno,  elaborated  on  Co- 
pernicus’ theory  and  advanced 
the  idea  of  a universe  of  infinite 
space.  He  was  burned  at  the 
stake  for  heresy  against  the 
church,  and  for  teaching  that  the 
earth  was  the  only  ^universe  and 
everything  else  beyond  was  a 
void. 

Poland  is  commemorating  the 
anniversary  by  sending  lecturers 
and  displays  all  over  the  world. 
They  have  exhibits  at  Krakow 
University  where  Copernicus 
formed  .his  theory,  and  they  are 
beginning  a new  planetarium  in 
his  honor.
